Lively excitement was caused at the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard early yesterday morn- 
ing by the arrival of two United States 
revenue cutters, having in convoy two 
tugboats with a portion of the Cuban ex- 
pedition on board. The vessels made 
their arrival just before daybreak, and an- 
chored off Cobb Dock. It soon transpired 
that the filibusters were captured in Long 
Island Sound, near Fort Schuyler, oa 
1 uesday evening, in a nearly famished 
condition, not having tasted food of any 
consequence for two 'lays. 

THE PYRSCIT. 

According »o the account of the officers 
of the revenue cutters Mahonning and Mc- 
Culloch, they were ordered to proceed ip 
Long Island Sound on Tuesday afternoon 
in pursuit of t’.e Cuban expedition, which 
was reported to have left this city for 
Gardiner’s Island, on the Long Island 
coast, and within a short distance of the 
ocean. A recruit who deserted furnished 
the United States Marshal and United 
States District Attorney with the inform- 
ation which lead to the pursuit. He said 
that three tugboats lay off the island 
named the H. D. Coole, Jonathan Chase 
and Wm. H. Webb, which carried troops 
who were about to sail for the invasion of 
Cuba, and that they were wait- 
ing for the appearance of the 
steamer Catherine Whiting, which was 
to take them to sea. Shortly after 3 o’clock 
iu the evening the revenue cutters came 
in sight of the tugboats Coole and Webb, 
which were quickly recognized as the ob- 
jects of the search. They were about Sve 
miles from Fort Schuyler, and were com- 
ing down the Sound, but stopped when two 
shots from the cutters made known to 
those on board that it was dangerous to 
attempt to escape. Both tugs were board- 
ed, and were found to contain upward of 
one hundred men, the majority being on 
the Coole, which was the largest boat. 
The McCulloch took charge of the Coole, 
and the Mahonning of the Webb. After 
signaling with rockets, the revenue officers 
decided to anchor off Fort Schuyler for 
the night, with the captured vessels under 
their stern and in ran^e of their guns, 
which were ready for use in case the prizes 
should endeavor to run away. 

THE CArriVES VERY St BMISSIVE. 

The fillibusters offered no resistance, 
but behaved in a very peaceable and sub; 
missive manner. They represented that 
they were very hungry, and asked to have 
some rations served them. Each man re- 
ceived a cracker and some coffee, which 
they heartily devoured for the want of some- 
thing better. The Captains of the cutters 
said that it was all they had to furnish, 
being exceedingly scant of provisions. 
As soon as the men had been fed they 
stretched themselves out on the decks, 
completely exhausted with their three 
days sufferings. Yesterday morning they 
reached the navy-yard, when they were 
transferred from the tugs to the Vermont, 
the United States receiving ship. The 
fact of their arrost was telegrapheJ to 
Washington, and orders were returned to 
keep them in detention. 

ESCAPE OE COLONEL BTROX. 

The men who wore caught formed a 
portion of Colonel John Whitehead By- 
ryon s command, that officer being one of 
the prisoners. He was on board the Coole 
at the time of her arrival at the navy- 
yard, but subsequently made his escape 
in a most daring manner. He made two 
attempts, the last of which was successful. 
On the first he managed to get off theHug- 
boat without detection, after whicn he 
passed through the navy-yard to the outer 
gate on York street, when he was brought 
to a halt by a sentinel. He was then 
identified and taken back among his com- 
rades. About 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing he disappeared a second time and was 
not recaptured. It was supposed that he 
left in disguise. His companion stated 
that he lid not swim, and the only con- 
jecture left was that he got by the guards 
by some sharp ruse. When his flight was 
discovered it took the Marshal's officers 
entirely ay surprise. They could hardly 
believe that he had outwitted them. Ma- 
rines were detailed to examine the tug- 
boat, in the expectation thut hu migl t be 
secre'ed on board. Considerable chtgrin 
was felt at bis escape, as be was known as 
one of the prominent leaders if the expe- 
dition. 

The Fait of n Cnb»n Eipcditiou. 

From the N. Y. Sun, Thursday. 

The Cuban expedition which has been 
since Thursday last one of the engrossing 
topics of conversation with the whole com- 
munity, which is stated to have cost from 
#250,000 to #00<’,000. and whose arrival on 
the island would not improbably have 
strengthened the cause of the insurgents 
more than any single victory over the 
enemy, has failed. The total force — men, 
arms, ammunition, everything — lies now 
in the Brooklyn Navy Yard, a prize to a 
revenue cutter. *This will prove a severe, 
but, we believe, not a crushing blow to 
the patriot^cause. 

That there was some great mismanage- 
ment is evident. The men and material 
of war successfully eluded every vigilant 
search which was instituted against them 
here by the national authorities, and Spain 
is stated to have spent her gold most lav- 
ishly; but after having succeeded in reach- 
ing a point off Gardiner’s Island, at the- 
eastern end of Long Island, a large num- 
ber of men were allowed by their officers to 
visit New York for the purchase of pro- 
visions, and at that place forty deserted. 
The whereabouts of the expedition was, of 
course immediately* ascertained, and a 
revenue cutter dispatched from New Lon- 
don captured the whole expedition. 

IQuThe most touching incident con- 
nected with the case of Ketchum, yester- 
day, was observed with deep interest by 
many spectators without the knowledge of 
the actors. While Mr. Bartlett was ad- 
dressing the court, the father and son, 
moved by an irresistible impulse of affec- 
tion. leaned over and kissed •ch other. 
There were many moist eyes in the room 
at that moment, and even the cool and 
imperturbable Judge Baruard was not 
wholly unmoved. — >. }’ Sun.

Boston, J uly 2. 

The Massachusetts State constables are 
attempting to enforce the new prohibitory 
liquor law throughout the State and trouble 
ie still feared in some of the largest places 
The penalties under the law are heavy. 

A single sale is ten dollars and from twen- 
ty to thirty days’ imprisonment, for the 
second violation, twenty dollars and thirty 
to sixty days imprisonment, and for any 
subsequent violation, fifty dollars and three 
to six months' imprisonment with extra in 
each case when the fine is not 
paid. The keeping with intent to 6ell is 
punished by ten dollars’ fine and twenty 
dajs' imprisonment. The seller is liable 
for all damage by buyer and drinker while 
drunk, and any person arrested for drunk- 
er, ness can escape prosecution by appear- 
ing as a witness against the man from 
whom he purchased liquor. There are 
only a few more important provisions.

A Toting Man Brings Unit A gainst the 

Sister of His Finance© lor Assault 

aud Battery. 

From the St. Louis Tlmeu, Juue 29. 

In the court of criminal eonr ction yes- 
terday morning a case of assault and bat- 
tery was called for trial, in which Mrs. 
Eleetu Header was charged with having 
assaulted Charles S. Alvord, a young man 
frequently seen about the sacred, precincts 
of the temple of justice, and known as an 
almost •omnipresent juryman. , He was a 
juryman on the Mux Klinger trial, and is 
said to have worked quite hardAo procure 
a seat in the jury box in the Donalson 
trial. It appears he became acquainted 
with Miss Shelby, a young lady * twenty- 
three years of age. and cultivated . her ac- 
quaintance to such an extent .that they 
solemnly promised each other to marry. 
Her sister, Mrs. Reader, charged .him with 
being a good for nothing fellow, without 
visible means of support, aud together 
with another sigter Mrs. DeWitt, opposed 
the match, aud prohibited bis earning to 
their house again. The case was/ onduct- 
ed by Messrs. Colcord and Terry for the 
prosecution, find A. W. Mead and 
J. W. Moore for the defense. 

Charles S. Alvord, the prosecutor, testi- 
fied as follows: 1 know Mrs. Header and 
saw her on the 18th of June; in the after- 
noon of the same day Mrs. Dewitt came 
down to my mother’s house to inquire 
about some reports that hud been circu- 
lated respecting myself and Miss Selby, 
and to learn whether they were true or 
not; it was reported that Sliss Selby and 
inyself had »otdone just right, and i was 
asked up to her house to clear it up; I 
went np to Mrs. DeWitt’s, and when I 
got there found Mrs. DeWitt and Miss 
Selby sitting in the parlor; shortly after 
Mrs. Reader came in, slainmed the front 
door to, and lacked it and put the key 
in her pocket, and then closed the 
front shutters and windows; Mrs. 
Header made some remarks touching the 
point to be decided which caused Misc 
Selby to cry; I told her not to cry, and 
that I would defend her with my life; Mrs. 
Header remarked that we need no Sliaks- 
peare here, and that if I uttered another 
word she would tak*’ my life; Miss Selby 
said she had better be careful how she 
talked around there, us there were wit- 
nesses present who could swear to what 
she said; at this Mrs. J leader leaped from 
her chair, and struck Miss Selby in the 
face, and made her nose bleed, and then 
w-eat for me; she dug -me in my eyes, 
grappled me by the throat, and held me so 
tight that I could not resist her, when 
Miss Selby caught hold of her by the hair 
and pulled her away: I have not done any 
work to speak of ft* about three 
months; I don't pay my lolks any board; 

I was divorced on the 6th day of May; 
have not married since: I have been vis- 
iting Miss Selby for eight or nine months: 
the most of the time against (the wishes of 
her folks: Mrs. Header charged that I had 
disgraced her family, and that she should 
report it; and that if I spot- 1 she would 
have my life; I got out of the house by 
passing through the bedroona; the last 
time I ever lived with my divorced wife 
was the 6th of December, 1867; Miss 
Mollie L. Selby, a young and rather pre- 
possessing lady, twenty-three years of age, 
next took* the stand and testified to the 
same state of facts. She said: lam en- 

gaged to be married to Alvord: my sister 
knew Alvord was a married man, and had 
no objections to his calling to see me, and 
that he was getting a divorce; I never 
made any visits outside of the city of St. 
Louis with him; when I was trying to free 
mvself from Mrs. Reader I called on Mr. 
Alvord to procure assistance, for I was 
afraid of my life. 

Julia A. DeWitt, for the defense was 
called and said she was a sister ol Miss 
Selby, and was present at the time the 
alleged assault and battery took place; it 
arose out «f the divorce Alvord had pro- 
cured, or was to procure. Mrs. Header 
was there, and said to Alvord that he had 
disgraced and ruined one girl, and now he 
was trying to rain another. I went down 
to Mrs. Alvord’s house to invite Charles 
Alvord up to my house to settle the re- 
ports in circulation about him and my 
sister, and, if they were true. I wanted him 
to discontinue his visits to both her and 
my house. My husband is an engineer on 
the fteamer Commonwealth, running be- 
tween this city aud New Orleans. It was 
reported by Alvord’s mother that he and 
my sister had been found together at three 
o’clock in the morning under disgracelul 
circumstances. What caused us to hate 
and despise such a man as Alvord was, that 
he was constantly telling outrageous lies, 
such as that he was to marry in a month — 
a week — in a few days — and such talk — 
knowing at the same time that he could 
not support a wife if he should marry; 
Mrs. Header never struck Miss Selby — but 
Miss Selby struck her in the back with her 
double fists. A verdict of not guilty was 
rendered. 

Alvord’ s wife, in her petition for di- 
vorce, alleged that she demeaned herself 
towards him as an obedient and faithful 
wife, but that he was guilty of such cruel 
and barbarous treatment towards her as to 
endanger her life, and that during the 
month of October, 1867, in the kitchen, in 
the house of a Mrs. Taylor, on Austin 
street, because she assisted Mrs. Taylor in 
sweeping her dining-room, he drew a re- 
volver, drew back the trigger and pointed 
it at her, when he was seized by the arm 
by Mrs. Taylor and prevented from firing 
the pistol. " During the same month he re- 
peatedly. and without any provocation, 
slapped* her face, and threatened to shoot 
her and otherwise maltreat her; he re- 
peatedly swore at her. calling her vile and 
obscene names; on or about the first week 
of December, she returned from dinner 
at her mother’s house to where his room 
was, knocked at her door, and he refused 
her admittance, whereupon she opened 
the door and entered her room, and found 
her clothing had been taken out of the bu- 
reau and trunks by him, and that he was 
in the act of packing them in his trunk 
with his own; she asked him what he was 
doing with her clothes; he said ho was go- 
ing to sell them; she grabbed up one or 
two things from the floor and said you 
shall uot sell these, wh^n he seized her 
with force and with brutal violence and 
threw her out of the room; she then left 
him; in February, 1 •<<>", he wrote to her 
from Post Oak, Missouri, to come up 
there, as he was ill; she went, and on her 
arrival there discovered that he was not 
sick, but hud practiced a fraud and in- 
duced her to return to him; she remained 
at Post Oak, Missouri, and at his 
urgent entreaty, again put him on proba- 
tion, but, at the expiration of one week, 
his conduct became as violent, cruel and 
intolerable as before, and she again left 
him and returned to her mother. On an- 
other occasion, while 6he was going, under 
♦he escort of a gentleman, to hear the Bell 
Ringers, at Mercantile Library Hall, about 
the middle of March, 1868, he accosted 
her and drew a revolver out of his pocket 
and threatened again to shoot her. In the 
first week in August, 1868, he accosted 
her on the street, while alone, and called 
her a vile name. He has since been to 
her mother’s house, during her mother’s 
absence, and intruded and forced himself 
into her presence, and then again abased 
her; and since they were married he has 
never supported her, but has compelled 
her' to support herself, 

Such is this enterprieing young man s 
record.

The amount of import duties collected 
here in the month of June was $227,365 
in coin. 

A prominent government contractor, 
just from Fort Sully, makes the following 
report: 

No rain of any account north or south 
of Sioux city, and bat little beyond Oma- 
ha. The Missouri is rising at these points 
but very little, and that little not attribu- 
table to any rain below Council Bluffs, 
however. 

The damage is very great from Phelps 
to Cercaig station, on the Council Bluff 
and St. Joe railroad. The track is from 
three to four feet under water, and trains 
have not been able to run for four days. 

Captain Barlow, of the steamer Moun- 
taineer, reports that at a creek below 
Council Bluffs he saw twenty-seven dead 
bodies taken out. The bodies were those 
of men, women and children, drowned 
from the sudden rising of the rivers, and 
the overflow of the flat and low lands. 
From every quarter below Kansas, the 
report comes of the loss of life and prop- 
erty. 

The Indians arc a good deal dissatisfied 
at the removal of Gen. Harney, which 
they don t understand or like. They 
greatly prefer Harney, as they know just 
about what they can do with him, and 
what to depend upon. 

If provisions are not sent them prompt- 
ly there will be trouble. A dispatch from 
Sioux City says the steamer Emelie 
Labor ge arrived this evening from Buford* 
and reports Indian outrages at Grand 
j river aud Big Cheyenne. The whites are 
gr*?ntly excited, and the Indians having 
■ received no supplies and having been re- 
peatedly deceived are firing into steam- 
boats, driving off stock and threatening 
death to all whites. 

Advices from Dubuque, Iowa, says one 
of the most fearful storms ever known has 
just passed through the lower part of 
Clinton county, it being nothing more 
nor less than a violent tornado, which 
pursued nearly the same path marked out 
by the famous Camancke hurricane in 
1860. Nothing was able to withstand its 
progress. Fences were swept away like 
chaff; trees wrenched up at the roots; 
cattle, hogs and poultry were taken up 
into air to a great distance and killed. 
But the scene of the greatest ruin and 
desolation was wrought at Maleue, a small 
station on the Northwestern Railroad. 
Nearly every house in the village was lev- 
eled to the ground. One woman was 
killed and several others were severely 
wounded. The damage is estimated at 
several thousand dollars. 

The Kansas papers, in referring to the 
storms and freshets in that State, say 
that a colony of Swedes, who were en- 
camped on the Kansas river in temporary 
shanties, and being en route for the back 
settlements, were suddenly engulphed by 
the latfe rising of the Kansas river. The 
parties endeavored to escape, bnt only one 
succeeded in doing so, the remainder, num- 
bering some twenty in all, being carried 
away and submergad in the waters.
